:SPPREME COURT FEES “ORDINANCE. — 





“There i is a Bill before the Legislature just now, 
bearing the above title, which may fairly be 
placed in the category of the obnoxious Bills ‘of | 
‘the present session, We believe we are correct 
in asserting that all law reform iniother countries 
is in the direction of simplifying and reducing 
the cost of justice. Many now living can re- 
member the time when the expense of an appeal 


to the Courts was so great as virtnally to debar | 


the poor man and thereby leave him at the mercy 


“of the more favoured class. Very much has been 


done of late years, however, towards placing| _' 
justice within the reach of all classes. And why 
phouldit not be so? Surely the: poor man is 
more likely to need the protection of ‘the law 
than the rich. But, strange to say, a Bill has 
been prepared by somebody in this colony which 
proposes to reform backwards, It contemplates 
estublishing a sliding scale of Court fees as fol- 
lows: At New Westminster the, nglish scale | 
—which, by the way, we understand is preney | 
high—at Yale, Hope, Douglas, Lytton, and Lil- 
looet 50 per cent. above the English scale, and at 
other places farther from New Westminster fees 
to be taken at three times the English rates ! 
It will thus be seen that it is proposed to assimi- 
late the price of justice to the varying price of 
beans and bacon—that the unfortunate miner in | 
Cariboo or in Kootenay must pay three times as | 
much for justice as a resident) of this city. 
Wonder if the article will be of a superior qnality 
up there, or if the additional price is mérely to 
meet freight and charges? . Do not the people 
of this-colony pay annually something like $250,- 
000 for the protection of their rights\? And 
do not those very miners of Cariboo and other 
places far away in the interior contribute their 
full quota of that amount now? Why then, 
should it be sought to place an additional burden 
upon the hard worked, hard fisted, heavily taxed 
miner.?) It really appears to us most) unjost. 
Let our Courts of Justice be as pure as possible, 
and let them be thrown open to all, whether rich or 


‘poor, and. whether residing in New Westminster 


or in Cariboo. Indeed, if there is to be a defer- 
ential scale at all we think it should be in favor 
of the miners who have penetrated into our most 
remote gold fields, and have to contend with 
the privations and exorbitant prices of the most 
inaccessible and inhospitable parts of the colony. 
There are other provisions of this Bill, such as 
empowering the Jadge to create a new and dis- 
tinct set of officials to prey upon the conjmunity, 


‘and pocket all fees, &c., bnt wadeem it un- 


necessary to enter farther into the! merits of a 
measure’ which we feel assared the good sense of 
the: Council will consign to merited oblivion, 
or at least all of it excepting that portion which 


provides for Court fees going into the Treasury. 


We were pleased to see the stand taken against 
it by the Hon. Attorney-General and the Hon. 
Mr. Walkem ; and the opposition of these gentle- 
Bien js the more to be admired ftom the consider- 
ation that the Bill is calculated to put money in 
the pockets of the lawyers.
